Their Wealth to the State. 
' 


The public administrator's office is 


the recipient of many u curious story 
that conacs along with the exercise of 
•lie functions allotted to it by the law. 
Many a close glimpse of human nature 
in all Its phases is obtained; for \vheie 
money IB at stake the cunning1 and cu- 
pidity of old Dame Nature is Tpretty 
apt to crop out. As a general rule, of 
course, the cases that pass through the 
public aflminiitrator's office are of per- 
sons who have died without any next 
of kin. In the case of those who die. 
leaving no one within the state of New 
i'ork legally entitled to share in what 
property they may possess, or leaving 
no one competent to act as administra- 
tor, the public administrator assumes 
charge. After the payment of funeral 
expenses and other just debts against 
the estate, should there be no one en- 
titled to the remainder, then it is paid 
over to the state treasurer. lint should 
'the public administrator know that 
some relative is alive and yet lie is un- 
able to locate such person, the money 
is paid into the hands of the county 
'.lerk 
Some j ears ago a man died in one of 


the citv'hospitals with$5lW in cash and 
bank books representing f3,000 more 
under his, pillow The case was turned 
over to the public administrator, who 
at once instituted an investigation 
It 


was discovered that the dead man had 
for some vears been serving a news- 
paper route on the hill 
He made his 


Jieadquarters at a certain book store. 
The pn«wietor coulo give no informa- 
tion of him, however, aside from the 
fact that he paid his bills and attended 
'to his own business 
The stranger was 


not a man of communicative moods 
The only man with whom he had ever 
been at all social was a Mr. So and So, 
on a neighboring street But Mr. &o 
and So knew nothing of the newspaper 
carrier aside from the suspicion that he 
fc-as not living under his right name 
There the matter ended. But the story 
came out in the newspapers some time 
later. The dead man had been known 
as Henry Wilson. By some freak of 
the type it was published as Henry 
Neilson. In due course of time letters 
from all over the country began to pour 
In upon the public administrator They 
fell wanted information of Henry Neil- 
feon Some of the letters were ex- 
tremely cunning. In one the writer, 
purposely avoiding any mention of the 
article in the newspapers, asked for 
some tidings of a dear uncle whom he 
had not heard of since he became a 
newspaper carrier in Brooklyn. His 
name was, of course, Henry Neilson. 
The falsity of these letters and the 
hope of the writers to be able to gobble 
a portion of the dead man's estate was 
very evident from the fact that the 
man's name was Wilson instead of 
Neilson. So with this fact in mind it 
may be well to mention some of the 
curious cases that have gone thiough 
the office—minus the names 


There was an old woman, living in a 


wretched home in the eastern district 
of the city 
One morning she went to 


the nearest police station and declared 
that she had been robbed of a very 
considerable sum of money 
The offi- 


cers went to her shanty, and, after a 
look at the poverty and squalor there, 
soon came to the conclusion that the 
robbery was a myth, from the fact 
that theic v>ns nothing to steal in the 
place and no signs of the possession of 
money. Yet a year or so latter, when 
the old woman died, in kicking o\ er 
the rubbish in the place the officers 
found SI,300 in gold and seven bank 
books, representing deposits of several 
thousand more. One of these books 
showed where a deposit had been made 
in a New York bank twenty years be- 
fore and on which the interest had 
never been collected or even entered. 
When the police got to thinking the 
matter over they concluded that the 
old miser's story of the robbery had 
some foundation for truth after all. 


There was another old woman in the 


upper part of the citj who was known 
to have relatives in the west and in 
Germany, but none in New Yoik state. 
For some days her house was closed up, 
and when finally entrance was gained 
it was discovered that the woman was 
dead—had died of natural causes. The 
public administrator look charge of 
the matter and after a search of the 
premises, but ten dollars was discov- 
ered. In making a search of the house 
safe deposit blanks were found and 
a slip of brown paper, upon which 
were scrawled the words "Union Dime; 
Peoples' and Ea^st River." These vari- 
ous banking and deposit institutions 
were visited, !>nt with no result Then 
another search ut tKo Wise was made. 
On a shelf iu the pantry stood an old 
Iron pot It was filled with old bed 
ticking, apparently 
Hut when this 


was pulled out there came to light two 
paper bags. In each of these, upon 
opening, were found nine bank books, 
eighteen in all, representing many 
thousands of dollars. 
The propensity to accumulate money- 


is found in the record of another case 
in the office. It was of an old fellow 
who, at the age of seventy, decided, 
that he had had enough of hard work 
and was about ready to enjoy what 
few years of life remained to him. So 
he sold out his horses and trucks and 
gave up his business. But in a very 
short time he decided that he had been 
in the harness too long to give it up. 
So ho purchased a cart and took up his 
stand at the foot of Wall street Final- 
ly he died, and his niece who had kept 
house for him, at once started a search 
for the money she knew he had been 
saving up. She was soon joined by a 
cousin in Boston and a brother from 
Sew York, all anxious to help her in 
the search and also to share in the find. 
Their search was unsuccessful at first, 
but in looking through an old trunk 
they found registered and unregistered 


ijovernruent bonds, uncashed bills for 
nterest and gold and bank books. 
When it vt as finally settled up each of 
the searchers was rewarded with four- 
teen thousand dollars as a full share. 
But none of these heirs could furnish 
the necessary bonds to qualify as an 
administrator and so the public admin- 
istrator took charge of the estate. It 
was -n settling up the matter that the 
hot came out that tue old man had 
)auk accounts w ith his name spelled 
n eight different \\ays 
lie coulii 


aeither lead nor write, and when open- 
ng accounts he would leave it to the 
;ood judgment of the bank CEiLiers as' 
;o how his name should be spslled. 


Some peculiar incidents attended the 


administration of the estate of an 
Irishman and his wife who died in 
3outh Brooklyn, leaving some property 
and one little daughter. An aunt on 
the mother's side and an uncle on the 
father's both sought the guardianship, 
of the infant. As it was found that 
the aunt was a non-resident of the state 
she w as, of course, debarred from serv- 
ing 
When she found that the other 


side of the family was to get possession 
of the child, she suddenly disappeared 
w ith the little one. It v, as discovered, 
hov, ever thatshe had sailed for Queens- 
tow n ou board a certain steamer. ^ A 
cablegiam was sent theie notifying 
the authorities to watch the vessel anfl 
detain the aunt and child. The cable- 
gram reached its destination and the 
officers w ere on the lookout 
But by 


some strange intervention of fog and 
weather, the \essel did not stop at 
Queenstown at all, bat the passengers 
were landed direct in London. So, 
while the officers waited at Queens- 
town for the ship that never came, the 
aunt and the child disappeaied. 


An old colored man, after a life of 


saving and hard work, died and left a 
small property. There were two sons 
to share it. One day there came to the 
public administrator's office a postal 
card, dated from Crow Hill. The writer 
w as one of the sons and he was partic- 
ularly anxious to know when a final 
division was to be made. He said he 
was prevented from calling by force of 
circumstances and desired that the 
answer should be sent to him at the 
penitentiary. It so happened that the 
estate was settled upon the very day 
after he was released from his force 
of circumstances 
He was paid the 


money, and left the office feeling very 
much like a millionaire. 
Early the 


next morning he was in the hall out- 
side the office door 
He had come to 


borrow a quarter, as his wealth had 
fled in the way of the high liver.— 
Brooklyn Eagle

ARMY DESERTIONS INCREASING. 
aood Men Said to Be GolnK Because of the 
Discouraging Outlook. 


Army desertions are on the jump 


again. The gieat reforms in this di- 
rection are tut ephemeral While they 
lasted the public had monthly bulle- 
tins showing- the remarkable improve- 
ment in the morale of the army through 
the medium of desertion statistics 
These bulletins ceased some months 
ago 
In fact, the public nas heard 


little about desertions since the pro- 
mulgation, with a great blare of 
trumpets last July of the annual bul- 
letin showing that Proctor s reform 
measures had reduced the number of 
ai lay desertions to o 64 per cent, of the 
total enlisted strength of the army, or 
nearly 1 pei cent within a year 
The 


absence of monthly bulletins since is 
accounted for by the annual returns, 
just completed, for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 
This shows a decided 


increase in desertion. 
Furthermore, 


the increase has grown steadily since 
the monthly reports ceased. For the 
month ending June 30 205 desertions 
are recorded, about fifty more than the 
number recorded for the corresponding 
month of 1892. The percentage for the 
year is nearly one and a half greater 
than that for the fiscal year ended June 
30,1892 
There has been ft marked in- 


crease each month since the enactment 
of legislation m the last army appro- 
priation act prohibiting1 re-enlistment 
of privates after ten years' service. 
This fact is regarded as very significant 
by the army authorities. They con- 
sider that it tells the whole story of 
the evils w rought by that act, and that 
no better argument can be advanced 
for its repeal. 


It is plain that the men who entered 


the army expecting to make it their 
borne have become discouraged by the 
act which takes from them all chance! 
of the retired list in their old days, or 
the soldiers' home and increase of pay 
for length of service. With these dis- 
couragements before them they liave. 
taken the quickest way possible to get 
out of the army- — they have deserted, 
and it is the opinion of the army au- 
thorities that they will continue to do 
so until several alleg-ed 
beneficial 


measures have been repealed 
As a 


general thing the army officer is not 
much disturbed by desertions. Many 
of them go on the theory that the army 
is well rid of a man who has not char- 
acter enough to refrain from commit- 
ting the crime of desertion 
But the 


rapid increase recently is causing the 
officials some alarm, for they realize 
that they are now losing many of their 
good men, who would not be prompted 
to take eueh a course but for the dis- 
conragingoutlools before them — Wash- 
ington Post

that the word fandango is described as 
a peculiar kind of Spanish dance m 
three-four time, supposed to be of 
Moorish origin. 
This is a true defini- 


tion, but it does not define the fan- 
dango of the Pacific coast. 
Here it 


means a big dance to which anybody 
is welcome and at which everybody is 
expected make a fool of himself gen- 
erally. In the olden days it meant a 
general, confused mingling of men and 
« omen, revolvers, gaming tables, boots 
and spurs, soft, meloaious music, in 
curious contrast to the surroundings, 
and liquor first, last and all the time. 


In the days of forty-nine quaint old 


Los Angeles was filled with adventurers 
from all over the globe, and whenever 
a fandango took place they went as a 
matter ol course. Everybody dressed 
extravagantly. 
Senoritas, 
who at 


other times dressed as though they had 
barely enough money to live on, wore 
elaborate silks and satins and were 
otherwise decorated in a costly man- 
ner 
The men also spent a good deal 


of money on their clothes, 
The usual 


swell Mexican costume consisted of 
trousers of black velvet, laced on the 
outer seams from the hips down, little 
jingling bell buttons 
being inter- 


spersed at intervals of about an inch. 
The jacket was of black or blue, 
braided with gold. 
There was a red 


naming sash around the waist, patent 
leather shoes, the usual red \icuna 
hat, revolvers incased in patent leather 
scabbards, and perhaps there were sil- 


T<ThTfandango was held in a long, 
low, adobe house fronting the plaza 
It had one grand room for the danee. 
flanked by two other rooms, which 
made up the front of the house. Two 
large wings extended to the rear, con- 
taining rooms usually used as dressmg- 


The writer remembers distinctly the 


first fandango he attended in this 
adobe house 
It was some ten years 


ago. From the descriptions of the af- 
fair he had heard carelessly let drop 
by various persons in the town, he con- 
cluded to carry two more than the 
usual number of revolvers and to wear 
in addition to his stiletto a long sword 
This was incased in a patent leather 
scabbard, giving the wearer a fine 
martial appearance. 


As the writer on the night of the 


fandango approached the adobe house, 
a noise like that of an earthquake met 
his ear. It was made by the guests in- 
side getting ready for the entertain- 
ment. They were shouting, dancing, 
stamping their feet, clapping their 
hands and doing other tilings which 
would tend to cheer up the spirits of 


1 any who might feel out of sorts. In 
| front was a crowd of .seedy Indians, 


half-breed Mexicans, and those other 
aimles , creatures who always turnup

Among the duncers were gaudily 


dressed ranclieios and gamblers of the

ings The "tin-horn1 people were on 
lia°nd also. 
There were merchants, 


store clerks Um 11 and county officials, 
cattle dealers, naval officers in full urn- 
foim, and u largo numhoi of other per- 
sons who weie engaged in some reputa- 
ble pursuit. 
There were very few American wo- 


men of the better class in the neighbor- 
hood in those days, and none of them 
ever visited a fandango.

Everybodv took a turn at it some 


time during" the night,

One of them 
wore a half concealed stiletto at her 
waist. 
She looked entirely *lf-pos- 


sessed, and as it turned out afterward 
was perfectly able to take care of her- 
self. 
While the fandango was at its height, 


the excited dancers evidently trying to 
shake the old house down, and the 
gamekeepers calling out, first in Span- 
ish then in English, the results of vari- 
ous plays, a party of half a dozen par- 
ticularly tough, customers entered the 
place. They were led by one Bill New- 
man, a gentleman noted for his dislike 
of well-ordered society and the number 
of men he had killed. This crowd had 
for its sole object the raising of a row. 
It was unusual for a fandango to get 
through withoutsome shooting or other 
disturbance, and Bill Newman and his 
friends were there on this occasion to

ays that the troops, under the com- 
mand of Maj. Forj>es and Dr Jame- 


on, administrator of the British South 
Africa Co., occupied Bulanayo after 
cveral fights in which the Matabeles 
uiTered heavily. 
The first fighting occurred between 


Hope fountain and Bulawayo, where 
he Matabeles had concentrated in 
iorce. The Matabeles wei e armed with 
their native weapons, although some 
of them had rifles that proved of little 
service to them. The natives fought 
bravely and made desperate attempts 
to get within striking distances, of the 
British. The latter, however, with the 
superior arms and their gatling guns, 
were able to keep them from getting 
in dangerously close quarters. During 
one of the fights Maj. Forbes' column 
advanced upon the Matabeles and de- 
stroyed half of a regiment numbering 
hundreds of the natives. 


The British loss in all the engage- 


ments was light. 


The natives were finally forced to 


retreat, followed by the 
chartered

road to Bulawayo, where reigned the 
greatest confusion, runners having ar- 
rived with the news of the Matabeles 
defeat.

Pierson presented the enrolled copy of 
the bill to the president, explaining 
what nit was, Mr. Cleveland immedi- 
ately took up his pen and wrote these 
words in the lower left-hand corner:
